VALUABLE ROLLING STOCK BURKED. 


Thc Pensylvania Railroad Co. Loses 


More than a Third of a Million Dol- 


lars by Fire at Philadelphia 


Without Insurance. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 19.—The old 


Pennsylvania railroad depot at Thirty- 
second and Market streets and the 
train shed, tog-ether with eight Pull- 
man cars and about thirty passenger 
couches, were totally destroyed by tire 
last night. Two firemen were killed 
by falling walls and over a dozen oth- 
ers were injured. 
The loss is esti- 


mated at 8350,000. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad Co. carried its own insurance. 


The fire started at 4:30 o'clock pre- 


sumably from an explosion of gaso- 
line, in a coal bin under the train 
shed. The fire ra^ed for six hours, 
and it was not extinguished until inid- 
nig-lit. 


Shortly after fi---e o'clock an iron 


portico in front of the building fell 
and four firemen were caught iii the 
debris and badly injured. 


The most serious disaster occurred 


two hours later wlien a two-story 
wing; of the 
building fell without 


warning1, burying half a dozen firemen 
under the mass of hot bricks. 
The 


men were rescued in a short time, but 
Slaiger and McGrannigan had sus- 
tained fatal Injuries.

regained consciousness shortly before 
he breathed his last and asked that a 
priest be summoned.

done. One of the amendments under con- 
sideration is known us the "Hamilton 
amendment," providing "Nor of mart 
than two lay delegates for an uiiuuul con- 
ference, and said deleguts must bo jii 
members " 


On this amendment the votes in favor 


so far arc reported is 400, while the oppo- 
sition claims 3,611 votes. Another pro 
posed amendment ib to restnct.as follows 


"Nor of more than two delegates for an 


annual conference, ami said delegates 
may be men or women.'' 


This amendment is known as the 


"Baltimore-Colorado" amendment 
For 


this proposed change there are 7,881 votes 
in favor and 3,527 against it 
As to 


changing the ratio of representation—to 
substitute sixty-five for forty-fl\e in the 
paragraph describing the basis of ministe 
rial representation, the votes stand 5,803 
in favor of the change and 2,354 against 
the same. Of course all conferences have 
not as yet been heard from, but this figur- 
ing includes all that have considered the 
questions. These proposd amendments 
will be considered in the general confer- 
ence at Cleveland next month 
There 1; 


much interest in Methodism over the out- 
come All conferences are considering the 
perplexing problems which promise to 
agitate the Cleveland gathering quite con- 
siderably

BANKER THORNTON SNELL DEAD. 


A Frombuut Bollneni BUn of Clinton 


and UeWttt County Ezplrei bnilden- 


ly Bt Hill Home In Bloouilngton. 


Saturday evening at about six o'clock 


James Thornton Snell died suddenly of 
heart disease at his home in Blooming 
ton, the result of a little exertion at his 
home in lifting a heavy article. He be- 
came faint after the exertion, but thought 
nothing of it, treating the matter so light- 
ly that his wife went out to call on a 
neighbor, and while she was gone the 
husband expired.

A TARGET FOR BULLETS. 


Attempt of Supposed llurglurn to Kill 


Officer Fonl—Tbey Fled In the DarkneM. 
At an early hour this morning Officer 


Ford had a close call for his life while on 
Ills rounds in tho performance of his du- 
ties 
The hour was between one and two 


o'clock, when Ford was behind the Com- 
mercial block on East Eldorado street, 
trying the rear doors of the stores, and in- 
cidentally looking for prowlers 
He had 


performed tho same duty every night all 
through the winter, and as usual was 
alone. Ou entering the alley he observed 
no suspicious object, and had no special 
thought of danger 
At the west side of 


the block near Broadway there is a rear 
stairway, used by the occupants of the 
upper floors Officer Ford was about to 
look under the stairway to be sure that 
no one was in hiding, \\heu he was star- 
tled by the sharp reports of a revolver 
Two bullets were fired at him in rapid 
succession, but fortunately neither took 
effect 
The officer was taken completely 


by surprise, us he was not looking for 
bullets 
As quickly as possible he pulled 


out his revolver and got it going, but it 
was too late 
The fellows who hail at 


tempted to kill him got away, turning 
into the street And vanishing from sight 
Ford fired two bullets at the fellows but 
he failed to wing either of them. 


Tho reports of the revolvers aroused 


some of the people of the neighborhood, 
who wanted to know what was up. 
All 


Ford could tell them was that he hod 
been attacked in ambuah by supjxiHod 
thieves who had probably laid their plans 
to rob some of the stores in the block 
and had been surprised in the act. It is 
evident that the fellows supposed that the 
officer had received a tip about their in- 
tentions, and thin king that he was look- 
ing for them they were ready to give him 
a bullet or two in order to make their es- 
cape. So far as known none of the stores 
or dwellings in the neighborhood were 
entered last night. Tho episode was re- 
ported at police headquarters today, and 
all of the officers made special efforts to- 
day to capture suspects in the hope of 
rounding up the fellows who made the 
attempt to murder or cripple Ford.

Hygienic Keaaons Lead to Abandonment 


of an Austrian Custom. 


It has hithei to, saj s the New Orleans 


Picayune, been the custom of the chil- 
dren attending the public schools in 
Austria and Hungary to kiss the hando 
of the teacher on uirnal and departure. 
This bus now been forbidden by nn 
order from the imperial board of edu- 
cation, which bases its action on tho 
fact that sanitary investigation lias 
shown that kissing is unhealthful and 
should not be practiced, except when. 
absolutely necessary. This brings up 
a very nice point of Ian to establish 
when kissing is absolutely necessary. 
If the public school teachers of Aus- 
tria and Hungarj are old and ug-ly it 
is likely that the scholars will acquiesce 
in the nctv ruling without a murmur. 
If, on the other hand, the schoolmarms 
are pretty young women, like most of 
the New Orleans teachers, then the big 
boys in Austrian, schools may keep up 
the good old custom of kissing

went n ith two little nets to a small pool, 
filled his mouth with water, and then 
Ijing down, his head hanging-over the 
pool, he remained quiet for an hour, 
apparently looking1 at his own reflection 
in, the water. Theu the hum of a bee 
was heard. Bu^z-/-z it uent over tho 
pool, round the black's head, now on one 
side, now on the other, and now close 
to his ear; hut not a motion, betrayed 
the bee hunter. 


But M hen the bee, dropping close to 


the water, gave notice by the change of 
its tune that it was about to sip, the* 
chief, with a snort, squirted the water 
from his mouth over+iie little "buzzer." 
Before it had time to recover from the 
unexpected douche, he seized it dex- 
teriously by the wings. 


Then he prepared it for the chose by 


fastening- to it a bunch of vt ild cotton 
with some g-um. The bee was let go; It 
made for its hive, bloivly at first on ac- 
count ol its noiel burden, which im- 
peded its prjpress and showed a sign, in 
the air for the chief to follow.1 Over 
bramble nnd brake went the chief, ac- 
companied by the men of bis tribe, and 
in half an hour halted at the foot of au 
immen&e gum tree, into whose top the 
bee had gone. 


The chief mounted quickly, by cutting 


notches into the bark with his stone 
tomahawk. In a short time he brought 
down a quantity of honeycomb, a small 
piece only of which contained honey.

was that by which Beranger, the poet, 
summed -up Victor Hugo's relation to 
the great republican fapint of France, 
Hugo, althoug-h it is said that he was not 
a republican at the very beginning of hi1) 
career, became a most enthusiastic and 
outspoken one. He represented the pic- 
torial, dramatic side of popular feeling 
and became so picturesque a figure ui 
French politics that he couJcl not have 
failed to serve as a popular idol. 


Beranger, who was a republican of the 


simplest type, notwithstanding his 
Bhare In establishing Lotus Philippe on 
the throne, denied the poet's attitude in 
one line. 


One day, says the Contemporary Ec- 


i iew, shorUy after the revolution which 
OTertoppled that throne, an. acquaint- 
ance ot Beranger met him coming1 ont 
of the Palais-Bourbon. "I shall fee] 
obliged," said the poet, "if you -will see 
me home, for I do not feel at all well. 
Those violent scenes inside there ore not 
to my taste. I um not at all -well," ho 
continued, with a wistful smile; "Ihaie 
been accused of having held the plonk 
over which Louis Philippe ^enttothf 
Tuileries. I wish I could be the bridge 
across tlie Channel on -which he would 
return. Certainly I would hare liked a 
republic, but not such as we ore having 
in there." 


He pointed to the home of the Con- 


stituent assembly. "You ought to be 
pleased," said his friend. "Victor Hugo 
is in the spjne regiment with you." 


"Victor Hugo is not in the regiment," 


•was the quiet reply. "He is in the 
band."
